With respect to claiml , the following is noted: 

The terms —and optionally one or more additives and one or more network modifiers- 
is vague but the examiner suggests the following to correct this problem. 
It is not clear if applicants mean "optionally" one or more additives and "optionally" one 
or more network modifiers OR does "optionally only refer to the one or more additives? 
This can be corrected by simply reversing the order of this phrase to 
—water and one or more network modifiers and optionally one or more additives— if 
applicants truly mean only the additives are optionally added.
